The Buckeyes ace pitcher, Eugene Brem- 
mer, was hurt very badly when the car 
in which he was riding was struck from 
the rear by a truck. Bremmer suffered a 
fractured skull and a brain concussion but 
is reported to be resting easy in the Com- 
munity Hospital in Geneva, Ohio two 
miles from where he was hurt. He will 


be removed as soon as he is well enough. 
Bremmer is from New Orleans and is 
married and has two children. 


The Buckeyes closed their season last 
week after having a very successful sea- 
son even though they were a new member 
of the Negro American League. They 
were the surprise team of the year. 

The Bucks won the first half finishing 
one game ahead of the Kansas City Mon- 
archs. They stuck strictly to League rules 
and played the best of teams. The Buck- 
eyes challenged the Ethopian Clowns who 
were also in Cincinnati as their franchise 
city but they could not get any response 
from their challenge. 

The Buckeyes played over 100 games 
this season and won over fifty per cent of 
them, thus making them a top notch team 
of the year. Their players were seeked 
by other clubs but they chose to stay with 
a club that would in another year take 
over the championship of the country.

He furnished him 
with a car so that he might travel and 
make contact and get players together for 
the spring training which was to be held 
in New Orleans. Hayes scouted the country 
and when spring training came he was 
ready and had plenty of good prospects for 
the Buckeyes Club. He was ready when 
the season opened. After a few games 
Parnell Woods, ace third basemen was 
bought from the Jacksonville Red Caps and 
Parnell guided the Buckeyes to the first 
half championship of the Negro American 
League. Hayes bore the brunt for the 
Army-Navy Relief Fund All-Star game 
which was held in Cleveland on August 18th 
along with Gerald L. Porter as his publicity 
man. $7,000.00 was turned over to the 
fund. All in all Wilbur has done a nice job 
and three cheers for him and we wish him 
a speedy recovery.
